A MOVEMENT ON FOOT TO RESTORE 
THE EX-QUEEN OF HAWAII. 


The Agents Busy Enlisting Men in San 
Francisco.-‘the Pian of Operations De- 
scribed in Detail--Rudolph Spreckles 
Said to be Backing the Scheme. 


The San Frarcisea Chronicle prints a 
story exposing an alleged plot to restore 
Queen Lilinokalani and loot Honolnia. 
Rudolph Spreckles, youngest son of Clans 
Soreckles, is eaid to ho backing the 
scheme. The Chronicle says: One of 
the best equipped and most dangerous 
filibnstering expeditions ever fitted ont 
on American soil has been discovered in 
San Francisco. Its object is, or was, to 
take the Hawaiian republic by force of 
arms, restore to the throne ex queen Lil- 
uckalani,and divide monev and goods 
worth approximately $6,000,000 among 
some 200 free-booters picked up by ones 
and twos in western America. The ac- 
tive agent of the conspirators is W. P. 
Morrow. a native of Connecticut aged 31 
vears. He is still in San Francisco ander 
enrveillance so that the federal anthorities 
ean get him if they want to doro.

FLOODS IN COLORADO. 
A Town Inundated and Hundreds of Peo- 
ple Homeless. 


Colorado has been visited for two days 
with the most destructive rains and 
c'ovd bursts in the history of the state. 
At Golden, the gulf trainsare all tied up. 
becouse the track upto Clear Creek Can- 
yon has been washed out in several places. 
Four bridges were carried away. At Cat- 
ekill, in New Mexico, Red River went on 
arampage, bridges were washed cut and 
several families had to flee for their lives. 
From a score of other point: on the moun. 
taing comes reports of heavy rains and 
cloud-bursts. Travel on all mountain 
roads is interfered with, and it will be 
weeks before the damage to some of them 
is repaired, 

The town of Socorro, New Mexico, was 
inundated by the overtiow of a mountain 
stream and hundreds of people made 
he Six members of the Durane 
family were drowned. The loss esti- 
mated at $1,000,000, 

A disastrous cloudburst occurred also 
at Casper, Wyoming. <A freighter and his 
family, named Mewby, camped on Grar- 
den ereek, were in bed when the ftlocd 
came upon them and without a moment’s 
warning they were hurled into the mass 
of water and debris. Mr. Newby only 
escaped, his wife and children being car- 
ried otf with the tlood. Two other child- 
ren were also drowned in the torrent. A 
freight trainen the Florence Cripple 
Creek railrogd was caught in a land slide 
and derailed near Adelaide. A succes. 
sion of cloudbursts oc -urred at the head 
of Eixht Mile creek, about twelve or fif 
teen miles north of Adelaide. Three lives 
were lost and four employees of the rail- 
road are missing. 

President Johnson of the Flagence and 
Cripple Creek railway put a large force at 
work repairing the extensive washout 
caused by thecloudbursts. It is believed 
thatthe road ean be reopened in about ten
